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DETAILED ACtlON 

1 . It is noted that at least claims 14,18-20, 29-30, 34, 36, 38, 40-42 and 46 identified 
as origial are not the same as those claims as orignially filed, and currently amended 
claims 35, 37, 39, and 43 are not based the claims as oringally filed. A new set of 
claims with proper identifier and amendment format are requsted. 

Election/Restrictions

Group II, claim(s) 29, 31, and 32, drawn to a supported transition metal compound. 

Group III, claim(s) 20-28, 30, and 33, drawn to a catalyst'composition comprising a 
transition metal compound and an activator. 

Group IV, claim(s) 34, 36, 38, and 40, drawn to a polymerization process in the 
presence of composition of Group II. 

Group V, claim(s) 35, 37, 39, and 41, drawn to a polymerization process in the presence 
of composition of Group III. 

Group VI, claim(s) 45-46, drawn to an oligomerization process. 
The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the transition metal 
complex of Group I, comprise the same the transition metal complex as the prior art the 
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transition metal complex, e.g. Zhao et al. (US 2004/0044150) and Llatas et al. (US 
6,410,768). As the transition metal complex does not make a contribution over the prior 
art, i.e. the special technical feature(s) is anticipated by or obvious in view of the prior 
art, unity of invention is lacking and restriction is appropriate. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: various transition metal complexes.
